The. origin of this cu.stom Is doubtless to be found in 
the dark ages, but the motives which lead to it, and its 
objects, are mnch changed. 
“ Tho trial by battle was 
the natural product o f the feudal institution.s— the favor­ 
ed nursling of that fantn.stlc and gorgeous chimera, chiv­ 
alry— the anmseuient of a people without fear, and the 
resource of a people without law'. ^ .As time rolled on, 
laws were enacted, and became strong, and the appeal 
to the tribunal of arms was gradually and reluctantly 
abandoned. 
The last trial by battle, in vindication of 
a civil right, took place in the court o f Common Pleas, 
in 1.571 ; the last proceeding, of a similar nature, on a 
criminal charge, was about sixty years afterwards, and 
in that case the battle was prevented.

State Trials, vol. 3, p. 4 8 5 .)’’ 
The codes o f ail civilized 
nations now forbid such 
contests, but have been unable vvbolly to urovoiu tltem. 
In modern times tho most disastrous consequences to 
families and communities have arisen from the deliberate 
violation of these salutary laws ; and men, eminent iu oth­ 
er re,spects, for wisdom ami good morals, have not had the 
courage, by abstaining from this 
lawless practice, to 
brave the temporary consequences of public prejudice. 
No virtuous man has ever fought a duel, without con­ 
demning himself for the act. 
l?ut there ¡s always some 
fancied and 
overpowering inducement, impelling tho 
violation of this law, to deeds which their conscience 
condemns ; some thing 
in each one’s particular situa- 
tion or circumstances, which lie thinks will palliate his 
guilt. 
Duellists are thus ever the victims of self-decep­ 
tion. 
It is surprising from w hat triv ial causes within the last 
century, these dangerous combats have often arisen. 
It 
Is known that Col. Montgomery lost his life for a dog, 
Capt, Ramsay his, for a servant : Sterne’s father for a 
goose, and another person his, for an anchovy. 
One 
duel arose about a glass of wine, another about a pinch 
of anuff. 
T o cnji tho climax of this absurd practice, we 
are told in Dwight's hook o f travels in (»ermany in 
172b, that Duelling prevails among the students in 
the Universities of that country, more than at any other

T w o hundred Duels (he vouches for the accur­ 
acy of the number) in one term are not uncommon, and 
most of them are upon frivolous occasions.
